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To-day's Elections 



While students of the Faculty of Arts will have their attention 
directed to-day towards the election of a new president of their Un- 
dergraduate bociety, members of the student body at large will 
have an opportunity of exercising their right to vote by casting their 
ballots for the candidates standing for the Union vice-presidency 
and presidency. Although these are the only two offices which 
now remam open of all those for which provision was to be made on 
the proposed universal ballot, it is -all the more importent that a large 
and representative vote should be polled, asd particularly so since 
the management of the Union is a matter which affects every stu- 
dent. It would scarcely seem necessary to urge upon the electorate 
l'h« necessity of the return of those candidates who seem best fitted 
and qualified for efficient and business-like administration of so im- 
portant a featrue of campus life as the Union undoutebly is. The 
P atforms of the various candidates may be found in another section 
of this issue of the Daily, What they have done and what they in- 
tend to do if elected should be carefully weighed by every student 
and his vote cast accordingly. Popularity as has so often been said 
may be of some account in such things aS college elections, but 
without a backing of a thorough knowledge of business methods and 
o keen perception of the duties which the candidate proposes to as- 
sume, a 1 IS nought. The same remarks apply with equal emphasis 
to the election which will be taking place in the Faculty of Arts 



Regular Absentees 



The Battalion Quarler-M-aster reports that all available uni- 
forms, to the number of 700. have been issued and that 50 more are 
required to outfit the new recruits. The average battalion parades 
tor the last two months have been approximately 425. This means 
thai 175 uniforms are resting peacefully at home. TTiere are .still a 
number of men parading with their Companies in mufti and the re- 
gular absentee should realize the fact that the uniform in his posses- 
sion can be made good use of by a man without one. If a man is not 
going to play the game he should turn over his uniform to a man 
who wll. 

There is no excuse for regular non-attendance at parades and the 
holding out of Q uniform under the present circumstances, is unpar- 
donable. Some men complain that the Battalion takes up too much 
of their time, a contention unjustified when one considers that since 
Christmas the members of the Battalion Ivavc only been called upon 
to parade one evening and one afternoon per week, together with 
five extra parades spread over a period of three months, two in 
bayonet fighting and three in musketry. The Officers' Training 
Corps cl-asses. in addition to these parades, are obliged to attend one 
lecture of one hour's duration per week and to devote considerable 
time to study, but it is remarked that these men have been the most 
regular attendants at the Company and Battalion parades. 

When one hears of the daily parades at the English Universities 
ancl of the two or three evenings per week devoted to lectures on 
military subjects, the Battalion may justly be criticized for not de- 
voting sufficient time to training. The regular absentees should re- 
alize that there is a war being waged at the present lime and it is the 
duty of every man to make himself fit and ready for any emerg- 
ency. 



Editorial Notes 

The fact that the McGill Y.M.CA,, in spite of a period of 
stress and strain unrivalled in its history, is able to report one of the 
most successful seasons since its foundation, seems only indicative of 
wbat the Y,M.C.A. stands for to the average student. Commend- 
ation is due the retiring executive for the efficient way in which the 
' Association has been enabled to weather the storm and that in a 
manner with which few can find fault.

FRANCE 

Important events occurred in the North yesterday, and the Bril- 
isli were especially successful, capturing Neuve Chapelle, -an import- 
ant position north of La Bassee. The British airmen .-(uccceded in 
destroying the railroad junction at Courlrai. In the Champagne 
dislri I the fighting still continues. On the heights of the Meuse the 
Allies' artillery has completely demoli.^hed a number of the enemy's 
trenches. In the Vosges there has been a heavy fall of snow which 
has somewhat hindered operations. 

RUSSIA 

Another German attempt to reach Warsaw was storied yester- 
day, a large German army having been massed between Mlawa and 
the Orzec River. The enemy is also attempting to advance on 
Vysogrod but h-avc been unsuccessful so far. The Germans still 
continue the siege of Ossowiec. 

AUSTRIA-HUNGARY 

In western Galicia a big battle is being foU(,'ht along the Nida 
and Dunajec Rivers. I he Austrians at the present have the advan- 
tage. 

TURKEY 

I u o I urkish batteries between Kephc/ and Chanak have been 
destroyed by the guns of the Allied fleet. The Turks have been re- 
inforcing their army in preparation of a last desperate struggle lo 
hold the Strait of Gallipoli. Both the British and French flag-ships 
are now in the Dardanelles so that die Admirals may direct the 
operations in person. 

GENERAL 

British retaliatory measures hove been pas.sed by an Ordcr-in- 
Council which was signed by the King to-day. The German sail- 
ors from the captured submarines are being placed in a separate 
camp and criminal proceedings will prob-ably be taken against them. 
Germany is making strong efforts to keep Italy out of the war. 
0^\•ing to the heated debate on the War Budget it is probable that 
there will be a Canadian general election during the sununer.
